Some  of  his  assailants 
entered  the  same  train  and  continued  toatlack 
him  and  lie  was  obliged  to  leave  it  and  take 
passage  in  another. 

It  is  only  just  to  state  that  Fausto  Cardoso 
himself  claims  toliave  escaped  unhurt,  though 
this  is  contrary  to  the  general  testimony,  ac- 
cording to  which  he  was  struck  both  by 
missiles  and  by  walking-sticks.  Several  other 
congressmen  are  also  reported  to  have  been 
struck. 

No  arrests  were  made  at  the  time,  but  at 
S.30  p.m.  Lniz  Pinto  de  Andrade,  business 
manager  of  the  Rebate,  was  arrested  without  a 
judicial  warrant. 

I"  the  chamber  of  deputies,  on  Friday, 
several  speeches  were  made  on  the  subject  of 
the  disturbances.  When  Deputy  Fausto  Car- 
doso left  the  chamber  on  this  day,  he  was 
again  followed  by  a  large  crowd,  which,  how- 
ever, made  110  hostile  demonstrations  until 
they  reached  Rua  do  Ouvidor.  He  was  then 
hissed  and  followed  to  Largo  de  S.  Francisco 
de  Paula,  whereon  the  pedestal  of  Jose"  Boni- 
tacjo's  statue  lie  made  a  speech  to  the  crowd, 
which  hissed  him  again  and  then  dispersed. 

The  disturbances  will  doubtless  be  attribut- 
ed to  various  causes,  but  in  our  opinion  the 
principal  cause  is  the  irritation  and  discontent 
of  the  people  in  consequence  of  the  preseu 
wretched  financial  and  political  situation 
Such  disturbances,  we  have  already  had  oc
